DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on February 19, 2008 has been entered. 

2. Applicants' response and amendment filed along with RCE on February 19, 2008 is 
considered. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a mixture or set of sub-mixtures comprising X-mer 
oligonucleotide precursors of different length. The closest prior art (Southern (WO 95/04160), 
Brenner (US 6,607,878) in view of Sorge (US 5,654,413) teach a mixture comprising X-mer 
precursors of same length, however, the closest prior art does not teach mixture comprising X- 
mer precursors of different length as required by the instant claims. Thus the instant invention 
was not taught or obvious over the closest prior art.
